REPORT ON INTERNAL CONTROL BASED ON

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Town of Sharon, as of and for

A significant deficiency is a control deficiency, or combination of control deficiencies, that 
adversely affects the Town’s ability to initiate, authorize, record, process, or report financial data reliably in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles such that there is more than a remote likelihood that ~ 
a misstatement of the Town’s financial statements that is more than inconsequential will not be prevented or 
detected by the Town’s internal control. 


A material weakness is a significant deficiency, or combination of significant deficiencies, that results 
in more than a remote likelihood that a material misstatement of the financial statements will not be prevented 
or detected by the Town’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph and 
would not necessarily identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be significant deficiencies or 
material weaknesses. We did not identify any deficiencies in internal control that we consider to be material 
weaknesses, as defined above.

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From the Selectmen - 2008 


Prior to December 12, the report from the Selectmen would have focused on two 
topics: The construction of the Highway Department storage building and our 
ongoing need for volunteers to serve on various town committees. While those 
topics are still important and deserve mention, the ice storm and the subsequent 
power outage supersedes everything else. 


The forecast on Thursday, December || was for rain and heavy ice build-up. School 
was cancelled and numerous events and meetings were postponed. But, as the day 
wore on, the temperatures stayed well above freezing and the ice never materialized. 
Many of us even joked of the forecasters’ unnecessary hype and histrionics. Little did 
we know. 


The first indication of real problems came during the early evening when the lights 
began to flicker. Then the temperature dropped and the wind died down. But the 
rain continued to fall. Perfect conditions for ice. 


Around midnight, the power went off. In the ensuing silence, the trees started to 
snap and fall. Will we ever forget that sound? A loud crack — like a gunshot — 
followed by a whooshing sound as the ice-covered crown of the tree fell through its 
neighbors. Then, finally, a loud thump as the tree hit the ground. 


The sound of trees snapping and falling all around us was frightening. Many of us also 
had the terrifying experience of feeling the whole house shake as a tree landed on the 
roof. How much damage was done? Would the roof leak? What if another tree falls 
on the house? Sleep — if you could sleep at all — was fitful. 


When daylight finally arrived, we slowly made our way outside to assess the damage. 
But we couldn’t go far; it was much too dangerous because the trees and branches 
were still falling all around us. 


December [2 


For most of us, Friday, December |2 was a day of taking stock of the damage to our 
homes and hacking our way out of our driveways. But the main roads — even the 
state highways — were no better. Lines down. Poles down. Trees and debris 
everywhere. This was serious. 


Sharon's Emergency Operations Center was officially opened early on Friday. This is 
a necessary step in any emergency. But, in this case, it allowed town officials to be in 
touch with state and local emergency personnel as well as the power restoration 
crews that eventually made their way to Sharon. Bob Greenwood initially established 
the EOC at his house, but later moved it to the Meeting House when he was able to 
arrange the use of a FEMA generator. 


That evening, the Selectmen, the Emergency Management Director, and the Road 
Agent were finally able to talk. But even that was difficult. Travel from one side of 
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town to the other was impossible. And, although most of the people along Route 
|23 had telephone service, the rest of the town had none. Cell phone coverage in 
Sharon is spotty in the best of circumstances, but the ice covered cell towers made it 
even worse. Plus, many people were unable to re-charge their phones until they 
secured charging units for their vehicles. Through the outage, the group talked at 
least once a day, often many times each day. And we met face-to-face when we 
could. 


Priorities 


We felt the first priority was to offer assistance to those residents who might need 
help because of age or health conditions. Using our collective knowledge, we 
developed a list of people who might need help. Then, each of us took responsibility 
for those who lived near us. Whether it was talking on the phone, stopping by the 
house, delivering firewood and water, or helping with household repairs, each of us 
did what we could. In the end, two people left town for health reasons and 
alternative housing was found for several others. We did our best to make sure 
those who needed help were getting it. 


The roads were next. As soon as it was safe, we began to assess travel capabilities. 
It was obvious that many residents were doing what they could to clear the roads in 
front of their homes. Everyone who had them was helping with chainsaws, tractors, 
and even heavy equipment. This was a tremendous asset and it was a crucial step: 
The goal was to have at least one passable travel lane for emergency vehicles. 


Because travel was still so limited, each of us spent a great deal of time driving along 
the roads near our respective homes to assess conditions and to report back to the 
Emergency Operations Center. We guided work crews to our small rural roads and 
we provided traffic and safety help for those crews as they worked. We later 
arranged volunteer work crews to open the town roads. And we all cheered when 
the state crews were finally able to open their roads and highways. 


Midway through the outage, Bob Greenwood arranged for the installation of a FEMA 
generator for the Meeting House. In addition to allowing us to move the Emergency 
Operations Center from Bob's house to the Meeting House, having a generator 
allowed us to make the facility available to those who needed it for water, showers, 
cooking, etc. We also made it available to the many crews that were now beginning 
to work in Sharon. There are many rules and restrictions that prevented us from 
opening the Meeting House as an "official" emergency shelter. Plus, by then, shelters 
had already been established in Peterborough, Jaffrey and New Ipswich. But the need 
for a generator is obvious. More about that later. 


In the end, some were without power for eight or nine days. For the majority, it was 
eleven or twelve days. Except for a few seasonal homes, we believe everyone had 
power by Christmas day. 


It is an experience none of us will forget.

What Did We Learn? 


We have now begun the process of looking back to learn from the experience. On 
the positive side: 


First and foremost, Sharon is a wonderful, caring and sharing community. 
Everywhere you looked people were doing what they could to help their 
neighbors. Clearing roads. Delivering firewood or water. Caring for animals. 
Those with generators opened their homes (and their refrigerators/freezers) 
to neighbors. Isn't this one of the reasons we moved to Sharon? 

Second, we believe we were able to help anyone who needed assistance. 
Although the process wasn't perfect, we were able to identify those who 
needed help, we arranged for that help, and we constantly updated each other 
on the status of those individuals. Flawed though it may have been, the system 
worked. 

A surprising plus was the Internet service at the Meeting House. Because the 
service is supplied via satellite, once we had power to that building we were 
able to communicate much more easily with the outside emergency 
personnel. Ordinarily, satellite Internet service is not ideal. But, in this 
situation having satellite service turned out to be a distinct advantage. Indeed, 
the state is reassessing its own communications capability and may well 
recommend satellite Internet service for just this reason. 

We had excellent cooperation from the local and state emergency personnel 
including the Peterborough police and fire departments. The police were a 
constant presence on our roads. And, near the end of the ordeal, the 
National Guard was also called out to help with patrols of the area. 

Finally, Public Service deserves a great deal of credit for their restoration 
efforts. Although Sharon was one of the last areas to be re-connected to the 
grid, town officials were constantly in touch with PSNH personnel. We all 
wish the repairs could have been done more quickly. But the reality is that we 
are a sparsely populated community and the damage to our power 
infrastructure was huge. Also, we are, quite literally, at the end of the four 
distribution systems that feed different parts of our town — those systems 
needed to be repaired before they could work on the lines in Sharon. We all 
felt that the crews who served Sharon (we met workers from Indiana, 
Louisiana, Texas, even Alaska!) could not have been nicer. 


Things that could have worked better: 


Communications! Many of these problems have already been mentioned, but 
the importance of this issue cannot be overemphasized. Even the state was 
caught flat-footed. State emergency management coordination is designed to 
be accomplished by email and web-based services. The back-up is telephone 
followed by radio. Obviously, all those systems fail when there is no power or 
telephone, when land-based Internet service is not available, and when ice on 
the towers makes even the radios inoperable. 

Neighborhood Emergency Management Coordinator lists. In the past we have 
had a system of neighborhoods, with a sort of hierarchy of people who would 
be responsible for contacting those who live around them. But, as people 
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move in and out, and as memory of past emergencies fades, those lists have 
gotten sadly out of date. We plan to re-develop them, this time with cell 
phone numbers, too. As we now all know, face-to-face contact is sometimes 
the only way of sharing information. 

e Finally, the generator at the Meeting House. This has been an ongoing 
disappointment for the town. During construction of the building, we were 
encouraged by state emergency management personnel to incorporate 
facilities like the shower, space for emergency operations, and the connections 
necessary for generator operations. We were told that, if those items were 
included, the state would reimburse the town for the cost of a generator. As 
you all know, we followed through with our end of the bargain. But no 
generator from the state. Suffice to say that we continue to do everything we 
can to work through the process. Subsequent to the ice storm, we have 
begun to develop a formal Hazard Mitigation Plan — a necessary step in the 
process. We have also had occasion to meet with the Assistant Director of 
Homeland Security and Emergency Management. She has expressed great 
support for our efforts to secure a generator — we hope to have some more 
positive news to share in the months to come. 


Please excuse the lengthy report, but we felt it was important to share some of the 
comments and reactions to what, for all of us, became the defining event of 2008. 


There is still a great deal of work that must be done to recover from the aftermath 
of the storm. For example, we did what we could to open the roads, but the slash 
and debris was just pushed to the side; we are required to remove that debris in the 
spring when the snowbanks melt. And we do intend to use the storm as a “learning 
opportunity” so that we can be better prepared in the future. 


To the residents of Sharon, our sincere thanks to each and every one of you for 
being who you are. Thank you for your patience and understanding as we tried to 
work through an experience that none of us anticipated. But, most of all, thank you 
for being good neighbors. Again, isn’t that one of the reasons we live in Sharon?

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 
2008 


This year, I would like to differ from my usual report and give my perspective on the historic ice 
storm of December 2008 and the ensuing days. 


e Dec. 11" 2 a.m. - Light misty rain. 

5 a.m. - Temperature 31°; roads slippery and icy, roads were sanded. 

Late morning and afternoon — freezing rain, ice forming on trees; roads were re-sanded. 

4 p.m. - The weather forecast warned of heavy ice storms. 

The first call I received was from the Peterborough Police at 9:45 p.m about a downed tree blocking 
Spring Hill Road. Weather conditions, at that time, were light freezing rain and still 31°. As I was 
removing the tree, with help from a passerby, limbs and branches were falling steady and 4-6” trees 
were starting to come crashing down. At this point, it was becoming dangerous and I decided to head 
home at around midnight, knowing roads were becoming impassable. I attempted to check roads at 

2 a.m. on the 12"; there was heavy icing forming on trees, downed debris, trees and power lines 
lining the roadways and most roads were still impassable. After a brief meeting with Bob 
Greenwood (Emergency Management Director) on the road, we decided it was just too dangerous at 
that time. Bob approached and recommended to the State workers to stop the debris removal on 
Jarmany Hill and they did so. 

e Dec. 12" 4am. - 31° - Steady rain; Bob Greenwood and myself on town radios, 
discussed how it was extremely dangerous on all roads because they were all totally 
impassable due to debris, large trees and downed power lines. 

9 a.m. - A plan was made to start contacting contractors and as many people 
as possible, to start busting open all roads enough for emergency and rescue vehicles, etc. to 
pass. 

10 a.m. - Teams of people and contractors were organized in different sections 
of town. We had two tractors with grapples, a bucket tractor and a large backhoe, which were 
made available. Team members were myself, Tom Keenan (contractor), Bob Greenwood, 
Harry Dermody, Carl Newton, Don Burgess, Bob Allen, Will Fenno, John Keurulainen, 
Floyd Backes, Allan Brown and his two sons, and Mack and Anne LaPlante. 

5:30 p.m. - All town roads were open enough for emergency purposes. All 
downed power lines were flagged for safety reasons. Safety was a big concern for me 
because of everyone working in such dangerous conditions; fortunately, there were no 
mishaps or incidents. 

e Dec. 13" | 

Emergency meeting to discuss the town’s situation and emergency plans, and also to set up a list of 
names for welfare checks on residents who may need any type of assistance and relocation. This was 
accomplished through the help of Ken Callahan, Don Hart and other town residents. 


e Dec. 14° 11° - Emergency meeting to continue discussion on emergency plans, re- 
evaluate town roads and assess property for damages. 
e Dec. 15" 


Communication was a continuing problem with trying to organize the emergency work. All land 
lines were out, cell phones were sporadic and town radios were sometimes the only means of 
communication. We began putting the emergency plan into operation, by trying to open roads for 
two lanes of travel, organize contractors, workers, equipment and other volunteers for cutting and 
debris removal. As we were moving along, | noticed some residents, at the end of their driveways, 
removing and pushing debris off to the side as best they could. I stopped to thank them for their 
efforts. The process at times was very difficult, and the fact that people were starting to drive around 
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for whatever reason was causing a problem with the debris removal. Danger was a factor because of 
the continual falling of large limbs and occasional trees, and also because of generators being used 
with power possibly surging back to the downed lines at the road. By the end of the day, everyone 
was exhausted and there was still a lot of work to be done. 

e Dec. 16" 
Reorganize and continue debris removal from roadways. During this process we were rolling up 
wires, propping them up and putting more flags for visibility. As we progressed, the teams moved 
closer together and the removal process was going faster. Late in the day, the finale was that we 
were all merged together on Nashua Road between Routes 123 and 124, and had accomplished what 
we set out to do by having two lanes of traffic open and safe for travel. We had a lot of hand shaking 
going on. Again, there were no mishaps or injuries. 

e Dec. 17" 28° - 3 inches of snow during the night. 
The next thing was to keep the roads open for tree and power crews. Plowing was difficult because 
of hanging lines and lines crossing the roadways. Many tree and power company crews were on 
Routes 123 and 124 working 24 hours. Things were starting to move due to the fact that the 
Governor and State Reps toured the area and realized how hard this area had been hit. Occasionally I 
stopped to check on their progress and tried to get an estimate of when power and phone service 
would be restored. 


e Dec. 18” Sand sections of roads due to icing. Continue to re-evaluate roadways. Prepare 
a plan for another upcoming snow storm with Bob Greenwood & contractors. 
e Dec. 19" 10° - a.m. snowstorm -10 inches. 


Tree crews were having difficulty cutting due to the amount of snow, and losing traction. Plowing 
was hampered because of large trucks & equipment on both sides of the road and the packing down 
of snow in the roadway. Continual plowing & sanding was necessary in order for crews to be able to 
proceed with limb and tree removal and power line restoration. The plowing process was slowed 
down due to having to weave in and out of crews & trucks. 

e Dec.20"  8°-am. 
Power and tree companies continue to branch out on town roads. Still continue to do occasional 
plowing for working crews in order for them to maneuver on town roads. Some sections in town are 
starting to get power restored. Continue to evaluate progress with the tree and power companies. 

e Dec. 21* 10° - a.m. snowstorm - steady snow. 
Discussed plans with Bob Greenwood and contractors to keep the roads open for power company. 
We discussed the possibility of closing some roads to prevent vehicular interference with the 8 to10 
power company trucks and crews present. A decision was made to close and set up traffic control on 
Spring Hill Road so the power company could proceed. Traffic was rerouted and handled by Harry 
Dermody, Marc LaPlante and Floyd Backes, who had volunteered. 

e Dec. 22" 14° - a.m.; very windy. 
Continue to plow sections of roads to keep open for power company. Difficulty remains the same 
with vehicles interfering and slowing down the power company’s progress. By 3 p.m., the power 
company was finishing up on Spring Hill Road and continuing repairs on Jarmany Hill Road. By 
around 6 p.m. the power company estimated that 90 percent of the town had power and that by early 
morning hours it would be totally restored. 

e Dec. 23" oh 
By 11 a.m., power was totally restored to the town. Re-plowed and widened town roads after the 
power company crews had left. Early in the afternoon I met with the power company crews and 
superintendents to express the town’s appreciation and thanks for a hard job well done. They were 
gathered together, as may as 15 trucks and crews, at the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road and lined 
up on Spring Hill Road. It looked like a parade, but they were really regrouping and moving on to 
another town. 
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ine nexi siep: As of now, after several meetings and phone conversations with F.E.M.A. 
representatives, the town is eligible for emergency work reimbursement. It was necessary for me to 
compiete the proper forms and paperwork, which involved numerous hours of preparation before 
meeting with F.E.M.A. agents, and to negotiate for Federal funding for the town because of money 
spent for emergency work during the ice storm disaster. Reimbursement of 75 percent of the total 
money spent plus credits will be expected in about 90 days or longer after the final paperwork 
settlement has been agreed upon and signed by myself and F.E.M.A. 

Because of the amount of snow, Mountain Road could not be cleared of the debris and large downed 
trees in the roadway. The cost would be too excessive at this time. After snow season, the debris on 
the shoulders and sides of all the roads will have to be removed, which will be renegotiated again 
with F.E.M.A. sometime in April. The problem is that F.E.M.A. limits the time of debris removal to 
6 months from when the disaster was declared, in order to receive funding. The town would have to 
spend the money up front for the rest of the debris removal, and then get reimbursed from F.E.M.A., 
but to receive the money could take several months or longer. The town does not have enough 
money in the highway budget to complete the process. The warrant article (Article 4) proposed 
would help to start the process of debris removal, with funding later coming from F.E.M.A.. 

It’s amazing that for a small town under a State of Emergency, we managed to find a way to put 
town officials, contractors and townspeople together to get a job done and get it done safely.

The Highway Storage Building was completed in the fall of 2008. It is well constructed, totally 
contained and will be around for many years. No doubt, it will survive all of us. The good thing is 
that all the town’s highway supplies and equipment will be properly stored and available in one 
location. The shed serves it purpose for availability and is in the proper location. When the 
Peterborough Police calls about slippery or icy conditions on roads, we can respond more rapidly 
and we no longer have to spend $100 each time for the Peterborough Highway Department to open 
up for us because they are closed. At some point in the future, a large door should be installed on the 
sand side, to keep out the weather. The best thing is that it is all paid for. 


It is necessary to support the Bridge Fund and Highway Repair Fund warrant articles. 

Bridge Fund- The bridge replacement on Cross Road is scheduled for 2013 
and the town’s portion will be 20% of the $450,000 replacement cost. 
I urge your continued support for this article 

Highway Repair Fund- The purpose of this article is to have funds available when we 
need money for road repairs and future paving. Keep in mind, we 
haven’t done any paving for at least four years now, and we do have 
roads that are deteriorating again. 
I urge your continued support for this article

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TOWN OF SHARON WINTER ROAD POLICY 
(Revised 2005) 


A written policy is essential to receive the full benefit of the liability protection 
found in RSA 231:92-a. 

Sharon's Winter Road Policy is to make our roads as safe as possible during the winter 
season. The roads maintained by the Town of Sharon during the winter are: Nashua Road, 
Temple Road, Greenleaf Road, Mountain Road, McCoy Road, Cross Road, Sliptown Road, 
Spring Hill Road from the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road to the Jaffrey/Sharon town line and 
Mill Road. State maintained roads are: Route 123, Route 124, Jarmany Hill Road and Spring Hill 
Road from the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road to the Sharon/Peterborough town line. 

Sharon's school bus route will be maintained first because of the need to have our roads 
as safe as possible for the transportation of our students. 

Sharon does not use a large amount of salt. Therefore, our roads, depending on 
conditions, may be ice and snow covered for a period of time. The town will do its best to 
remove as much as possible from road surfaces by means of a grader or other equipment. 


Per order of the Selectmen pursuant to RSA 41:11, the town has adopted a Winter Parking 
Ordinance which states that: 
No person shall park any vehicle upon any Town highway at any time of the day between 
November 15” and April 1“. Violation of this ordinance shall be deemed to be the 
responsibility of the registered owner of the vehicle. 
Each date during or on which a violation shall occur or continue shall be considered a 
separate offense. The penalty for each violation shall be $25.00. Unlawfully parked 
vehicles may be towed and stored at the expense of the registered owner. 
If any provision of this ordinance or the application thereof to any person or circumstance 
is held invalid, the invalidity does not affect the other provisions or applications of this 
ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid provision or application, and to 
this end the provisions of this ordinance are severable. 
The purpose of this winter parking ban is to allow winter maintenance crews unobstructed snow 
removal and ice control methods, as much as possible, to maintain the maximum effectiveness of 
their efforts. 


Per RSA 231:93, no duty is imposed on the town for the maintenance of private roads, 
drives, businesses or parking areas. 

Roads to summer cottages are maintained during the summer only, as RSA 231:79-81 
exempts the municipality from duties of winter maintenance. 

Plowing our roads will not commence until snow has accumulated to a sufficient amount, 
unless slippery road conditions occur first. Roads will continue to be plowed according to the 
accumulation of snow as determined by the Road Agent. Four inches of a "cold" snow provides 
better traction than two inches of wet snow on a frozen road surface. 

After plowing, roads will be sanded and salted if necessary, to help the covered roads 
melt and make our roads safe. It should be noted that salt melts snow and ice much more slowly 
at temperatures below 25 degrees and extremely slowly at 20 degrees; at 10 degrees its 
effectiveness ceases, and icy conditions will prevail until the temperature rises. 
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Driveway plowing across |own roads will not be allowed. ihis narrows the road and 
compacts the snow bank, making it much more difficult for our contractors to plow and push 
back snow. This will be enforced by the Road Agent. 

During the course of the winter, as snow depths increase and our roads get narrower, 
roads will be widened and snow pushed off to the sides as much as possible. 

The town has one part-time Road Agent who engages the services of contractors to carry 
out its winter maintenance operations. 

For communication the town is equipped with radios and its own frequency enabling 
operators to communicate amongst themselves, the Emergency Management Director and a 
Selectman. 

Emergency situations that arise during a snow event may result in the diversion of 
equipment at the request of a police or fire officer, emergency management director or an 
incident commander, from a planned snow removal route, to respond to a motor vehicle accident, 
fire or a medical emergency. (RSA 154:7) 

The town is not held responsible for damage to private property that is located within the 
public right-of-way (RSA 231:92-a). The right-of-way (ROW) is often 50' wide, and is often 
confused by property owners as their own property. In most cases, the ROW extends 10 to 20 
feet from the edge of the paved or graveled road. Homeowners often cultivate extensions of their 
lawns, place mailboxes, erect fences or stone walls in these areas, which improves the 
appearance of the street greatly, but is obstructive to good roadway maintenance. 

In the event of personal property damage, the Town of Sharon will only be responsible to 
repair or replace damaged property having been in actual contact with the snow removal 
equipment that is on private property and not within the public right-of-way. 

RSA 215-A:6 states OHRVs are not permitted to operate on the traveled portion or within 
the right-of-way or any public way, including roads, streets, highways, bridges, parking lots, 
sidewalks or ways that are maintained by any city, town, county, state or federal agency, except 
when specifically allowed and posted. It is unlawful to: 

e Operate as to endanger any person or damage property 
e Operate on any road or within the right-of-way except where authorized and 
posted 
Chase or harass wildlife 
Operate on town roads or sidewalks unless posted for OHRVs 
Operate on or across any highway bridge unless posted as open for OHRVs 
e Tow any person or sled without a rigid hitch. 
The town does not allow snowmobiling on town roads. 


It is important that people take into account and be aware of weather and road conditions while 
driving Sharon's roads. Please drive cautiously and safely at a reasonable rate of speed, so as not 
to endanger other vehicles and/or pedestrians.

2008 Report 


Since I was sworn in as Emergency Management Director for the Town of 
Sharon we have had two states of emergency. I hope this is not a trend. 


It was quite an evening December 11 with the rain changing to ice and the 
sound of the trees breaking with the weight of the ice. When I got up the 
next morning I opened the Emergency Operations Center and started my 14 
days of being “on duty”. I will not go through the details because the 
Selectmen’s report covers what happened. I would like to personally thank 
all the people that helped me; the Town of Sharon and the citizens of 
Sharon. 


In September we had a pumper drill with the Peterborough Fire 
Department pumping water from the dry hydrant on Mill Road. The hydrant 
worked just as it 1s supposed to. 


There were the usual cars accidents during the year, but last fall we had a 
near fatal; two cars upside down and off the road by Swamp Road. We were 
all very happy when all of the five teenagers involved were treated and 
released. I am still working with the Peterborough Police Department on the 
apprehension of chronic speeders on Route 123 and Nashua Road; I hope 
you have seen traffic slow down a bit on those roads. 


Barry Rhodes was helping me as the Deputy Director and working out of 
his home. Barry has retired and we have an opening to be filled. If you or 
someone you know would like to help, give me a call. I am working out of 
the office in the Meeting House, or if you have any questions, please do not 
hesitate to contact me at 924-5777.

Matthews: We have been working tor the past year with the Matthews tamily of Cross Road to place a 
conservation easement on the property and anticipate signing the easement within the first few months of 
the year. The Matthews are donating an easement of approximately 90 acres and will reserve about six 
acres for the homestead. This easement is very special because it will connect to several protected 
properties and will create a permanently protected “corridor” of land for wildlife and people to enjoy. 
The Matthews’ land abuts the Newton easement on Spring Hill Road and the town forest on three sides, 
including a portion of “Barnes Meadow” — a beautiful old beaver pond on Meadow Brook. Funds from 
Sharon’s Conservation Fund will be used to offset the Matthews’ costs in donating the easement. The 
easement will be held by the Monadnock Conservancy and executory (backup) interest in the easement 
will be held by the Town of Sharon. By donating a conservation easement, the Matthews’ retain full 
ownership of their property while permanently restricting its use to certain conservation purposes.

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2008 Annual Report of the Sharon Planning Board 


Dear Neighbors, 


Aside from a couple of minor lot line adjustments, there were no applications for 
subdivisions and no site plan proposals brought before the Planning Board during 
calendar year 2008. 


Most of our attention this year has been devoted to understanding the implications of SB 
342, the so called “Workforce Housing Bill” which passed the state senate in June of 
2008. it is currently set to take effect July 1, 2009. This act establishes “a mechanism 
for expediting relief from municipal actions which deny, impede, or delay qualified 
proposals for workforce housing’. Briefly, this law requires that we ensure our zoning 
ordinances allow a supply of modestly priced rental units and modestly priced homes 
within the majority of the town. We are forced to consider allowing things such as 
smaller minimum lot sizes, cluster housing, apartment buildings and accessory dwellings 
even though doing so may be at odds with the Master Pian. SB 342 is an interesting read, 
and anyone inclined to do so may obtain a copy at: 
http://www.gencourt.state.nh.us/legislation/2008/sb0342.html 


Some portions of the law are subject to interpretation and there is not any case iaw to 
give guidance on how to make those interpretations. Therefore we have yet to determine 
if our ordinances are already in compliance or, if they are not, what changes may be 
needed in order to get them into compliance. This means that we were not able to 
prepare any specific amendments in time for your consideration at this year’s Town 
Meeting. Alas, we shall face the act’s effective date with our ordinances in their current 
form. Given the state of the credit markets, it is unlikely that there will be any major 
development projects for our consideration in the coming year anyway. This gives us 
reason to hope that our exposure under this law for the time being is limited. 


i would like to weicome our newest appointment to the Planning Board, Raymond 
Nieuwenhuizen. Raymond deserves our thanks for his willingness to volunteer his time 
in service to the town. i wish aiso to thank the members of the Planning Board and our 
Secretary for their hard work, dedication and patience throughout the year.

Report of the Fire Warden, Town of Sharon, 2008 


Once the snow meits, we wiii aii be cleaning up irom the damage caused by the 
December ice storm. If you are building brush piles, be careful to locate them away from 
buildings, and don’t jocate them under trees. The radiant heat from burning can damage or kill 
living trees, even when there is no danger of causing a fire. 


Due to the cooperation of everyone in town, there were no wild fires in Sharon this 
past year. We thank you for burning brush only when conditions were safe, and for calling 
one of the three Fire Wardens for burn permits. 


A reminder of the rules for open burning in Sharon: 


Aili outdoor fires require a burn permit. ihe only exception is when it is actually 
raining (a steady soaking rain), or when there is significant snow cover. Winter is the 
best and safest time for burning big brush piles. Even then, please check with a Fire 
Warden to be sure that these conditions are met. We will call Mutual Aid and tell them 
that a permitted fire is occurring in town. 


The burning of residential trash is prohibited by the State of New Hampshire. No 
burn barrels are permitted. “New Hampshire law (RSA 125-N) prohibits the 
residential open burning of combustible domestic waste, effective January 1, 2003”. 


Outdoor cooking fires are allowed without a permit if they are contained off of the 
ground, such as in a backyard grill. Open cooking fires on the ground require a permit. 


Permits for seasonal campfires are available. These apply only to specific locations, 
which must be inspected by a Fire Warden. These permits are automatically void 
when fire conditions are dangerous. 


All outdoor fires, without exception, must be extinguished at the end 
of the burn. No outdoor fire may be left unattended at any time. Means of 
controlling and extinguishing the fire must be readily available, including a sufficient 
quantity of water to drown the embers. You are liable for the cost of extinguishing any 
fire which spreads, and for any damage the fire causes. Please be careful. 


There is no charge for a permit. Cail any of the three Fire Wardens at any time for a 
permit. When conditions, weather and location are deemed safe, a permit will be 
issued. If you are not sure of the local conditions or rules, call one of us for 
information. Burn safely.

Discussion: Mr. Bowles explained that the amount requested in Article 5 represents the amount requested 
by the organization.

ARTICLE 6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,950 for appraisal 
services including general assessing, data verification and statistical update, Account 4150, or take any 
action relative thereto.

Discussion: Will Fenno explained that the money represents a 5 year contract with varying work and 
expenses.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,400 to be placed in the 
Assessment Reserve Fund Account 4913.5, previously established, or take any action relative thereto. The 
selectmen recommend this article.

Discussion: Will Fenno explained that the state requires property assessment updates every 5 years. The 
purpose of this article is to add to the reserve fund in order to avoid a surge in-the budget at the end of the 
five-year cycle. The fund is managed within the Trust Funds. 


All in favor, Article 7 passes. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote (1) to establish a reserve fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1-c 
for the purpose of indemnifying the Town’s officers and employees from personal financial loss and 
expense including reasonable legal fees and costs, arising from claims, demands, suits or judgments by 
reason of negligence or other act resulting in accidental injury to a person or accidental damage to or 
destruction of property while acting within the scope of their office or employment; (2) to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be placed in such reserve fund; (3) to designate the Selectmen as agents to 
expend; or (4) to take any action relative thereto.

Discussion: Will Fenno explained that the fund is new this year, and that the size of the fund is equal to the 
deductible on the town’s insurance coverage.

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be placed in the 
Town Bridge Fund, Account 4913.2 previously established, or take any other action relative thereto. The 
Selectmen recommend this article. 


Motion to move Article 9 by Carl Newton, seconded by Hampton Howard. 

Discussion: Peter Paris, Road Agent, explained that it will be necessary to build a new bridge on Cross Rd., 
replacing the one that washed out in last year’s spring flood. The goal is to rebuild by 2013. The Town will 
be required to pay 20% of the cost, 80% to be contributed by the State. As with other articles, this article 
attempts to save ahead of time and so to avoid a bulge in taxes in the year that the bridge is built. 


All in favor, Article 9 passes. 
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ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be placed in the 
Town Highway Repairs Fund 4913.3 previously established, or take any action relative thereto. The 
selectmen recommend this article 


Motion to move Article 10 by Carl Newton, seconded by Hampton Howard 
Discussion: Peter Paris explained that by appropriating amounts annually, the town is prepared to repair 
roads as needed without causing a surge in taxes in a year when many repairs are needed. 


All in favor, Article 10 passes. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,800 to be paid to the 
Peterborough Town Library for providing Library services for the Town, Account 4550, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


Motion to move Article 11 by Harry Dermody, seconded by Hampton Howard 

Discussion: Mr. Dermody reminded everyone that this had been a contentious article at last year’s town 
meeting. During the year, selectmen negotiated with the Peterborough Town Library, which agreed to 
allow one library card per family in Sharon. 


All in favor, Article 11 passes. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 to be paid to the 
Town of Peterborough for providing Police services for the Town, Account 4210, or take any action relative 
thereto. 


Motion to move Article 12 by Chet Bowles, seconded by Hampton Howard. 

Discussion: Chet Bowles reviewed the history of Sharon’s relationship and agreements with the 
Peterborough Police Department leading up to this year’s article, which now entitles Sharon to the 
equivalent of one full time police officer. Several questions focused on costs, safeguards against a sudden 
rise in costs, and what we are getting in return. Harry Dermody assured everyone that the selectmen were 
negotiating the best possible agreement with the PPD. Mr. Bowles explained that the agreement is 
reviewed annually with the Police Chief, and asserted that for safety reasons the town must have 24/7 
coverage. In addition, the police department sends monthly activity reports that are extensive and 
complete. Susan Bowles reminded everyone that, on request, the police will check daily on property when 
the owners are away. Mr. Bowles said that by next year, this will be a line item in the budget and will not 
appear as a separate article. 


All in favor, Article 12 passes. 


ARTICLE 13. To transact any other business which legally shall come before this meeting. 

1. Carol Newton announced that a committee of townspeople was forming to investigate establishing 
a Sharon College Scholarship Fund for Sharon students headed from high school to post-secondary 
education. Many of the towns in the ConVal school district have scholarships for students from 
their towns for which Sharon students are not eligible. Anyone interested in serving on the 
committee should get in touch with Carole. 

2. Don Hart, on behalf of the Conservation Commission, announced that this year’s Earth Day 
cleanup would focus on Route 123. The date is April 26; rain/storm date is May 10. A signup sheet 
is available on the way out. 

3. Don Hart also thanked everyone who pitched in to help him and Elizabeth with their horses 
following the injury he suffered in an accident in the fall. 

4. Pamela Gleeson is hoping to establish a Sharon Volunteer Driver Network. There are forms 
available at the door for anyone who wishes to participate. 

5. Pamela Gleeson and Mitch Call were selling fluorescent light bulbs (60 and 100 watt) as part of the 
campaign of the Monadnock Carbon Coalition to promote energy efficiency in the home. 
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6. Rory Goff, deputy moderator, thanked all the volunteers who come atter each elechon to count and 
tally votes. 


7. Mark Fernald asked why the road budget was over budget and how the overspending was 
covered. Peter Paris answered that some money had come from the federal government to cover 
repairs to Cross Road after the April 2007 flood. 

8. Mark Fernald inquired how much money was in the Conservation Fund, and asked that it be 
printed in next year’s annual report. 

9. Chester Bowles called for volunteers to fill vacancies on both the Planning Board and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

10. Rich DuFresne is retiring from the ZBA after serving 22 years. 

11. Will Fenno announced that Lester Stevens, Sharon’s oldest resident, was at home following a long 
illness, and would very much enjoy visitors. Mr. Fenno noted that he had responded earlier in the 
day to Mr. Stevens request for someone to bring him ballots so that he could vote. 


There being no further business, Mr. Fenno moved to adjourn the meeting. Mr. Newton seconded. The 
meeting adjourned at 9:12 p.m.
